“ P u t ye on th e Lord Jesu s 
C hrist, and m ake no provision for the 
flesh to fulfill th e 
lu sts 
th ereo f.” 
I t w as ju st one passage th a t con­ 
verted 
H edley 
Vicars, 
th e 
g rea t 
soldier, to Christ: 
“T he blood of Jesus 
C hrist clean seth from all sin .” 
Do you 
know th a t th e Holy S p irit used one 
passage of scrip tu re to save J o n a th a n 
E dw ards? 
“ Now, u n to th e king, e te r­ 
nal, im m ortal, invisible, th e only wise 
God, our Savior, be glory. ” 
One year, 
ago on T h an k sg iv in g day I read 
m y text: 
“O give th an k s u nto 
Lord, for he is good; for his m ercy en- 
d u re th forever.” 
And th ere is a young 
m an in th e house to w hose h e a rt the 
Holy Hp' rit took th a t te x t for his e te r­ 
n al redem ption. 
I m ig h t speak of my 
ow n case. I w ill tell you I w as b ro u g h t 
to th e peace of the gospel th ro u g h th e 
S y ro -P h an ie ia p w om an's cry toC hrist: 
“ Even th e dogs c at of th e crum bs th a t 
fall from th e m aster's ta b le .” 
Do you know th a t th e Holy S pirit a l­ 
m ost alw ays uses insignificant m eans? 
E lo q u en t serm ons never save anybody; 
m etaphysical serm ons never save an y ­ 
body: 
philosophical

B ut th e m in ister comes 
some S ab b ath to his pulpit, w orn o u t 
w ith engagem ents and th e jan g lin g of 
a frenzied door bell; he has only a te x t 
and tw o or th ree ideas, b u t he says:

FUNDS B E RAISED? 


T h e income tax is downed and peo 
pie are anxious to know how the dem 
e c la ts expect to raise revenue. 
The 
present taxes and duties, it is now es 
tim ated, w ill be about 175,000,000 or 
$80,000,000 short of expenditures in 
th e cu rren t fiscal year, and this im ­ 
m ense deficit tb e W ilson bill in its 
p resen t shape would 
double. 
Of 
course, if th e dem ocrats should drop 
th e ir tariff bill, or if it bhould be 
killed in either branch of congress so 
•th a t this m enace to the country’s in ­ 
dustries w ould be rem oved,business of 
a ll sorts would revive, im ports would 
increase and th e revenues 
expand.
